ENGLISH SCHOOL LIFE. 


Eton Headmaster Discusses Old-Time 
Treatment of Lads. 


The Rey. E. Lyttelton, headmaster | 


of Eton College, in a speech at the 
opening of the new elementary school 
at Slough, contrasted the care taken 
of school children in the present day 
With the treatment which they re- 
ceived 300 years ago, and incidentally 
pointed out how much happier Eng- 
lish schoolboys are than the 
boys of Germany. 

It was amazing to reflect, he said, 
that our forefathers were able to 
build up this empire out of nothing, 
hardly knowing what they were doing. 
They ‘‘whacked” ,the Spaniards, sirn- 
ply because they had nothing to do 
at home, and took ail the best part 
of the world from the French for the 
same reason. It seemed most amaz 
ing to remember that these men we 
brought up under ennditions absolute. 
ly barbarous. People had come to 
such a state of mind that whenever 
a child expressed a wish for any- 
thing, unless it was at once gratified, 
they immediately wrote to the news: 
papers and made a remonstrance, 

These were the sort of things 
Shakespeare had to do. He had to 
be in his place in the school at 6 
o'clock all through the year. The 


| children had to stay in school three 


hours before breakfast. In those 
days nobody had any time for break- 
fast, and he fancied they must have 
taken to school a portable sandwich 
and munched it between little bits of 
Latin. The morning was resumed 
from 9.15 to 11.30, when there was & 
break of an hour and a half, to en- 
able the children to go home and 
get something to eat. The scholars 
assembled at 1 o'clock and went on 
to 3.30, when a ouarter of an hour 
was allowed for play. Then work on 
again until 5.39, 

They had come to a time in their 
history when they believed in hap- 
piness, ond he believed they were 
right in doing so. Shakespeare spoke 
of the miserable f*ee of the child go- 
ing to}sehoel, Such faeces he (the 
speaker) had seen himself in that 
country which was always being 
pointed out to us.

BROTHER'S WIFE 20 YEARS. 


Member of Father Evans’ Flock Who 
Ran Away With His Sister-in-Law 
Carried Her on His Back For 20 
Years as Self-Inflicted Punishment 
For His Crime—Made a Sack Out 
of Rabbit Skin. 


Of all strange stories ¢f the north- 
land, none reflects the superstitious 
simplicity of the savage as does the 
tule of Awahgee, the man who carried 
his brother’s wife on his back for 20 
years, writes J. S. Crate in The To- 
ronto World. 

This is not a fantastic product of a 
disordered imagination. The story is 
true, and the Indians of Temagami 
talk of Awahgee and his paramour to 
this day in subdued voices, and whie- 
per ineantations to the Great Spirit 
that they shall never be tempted, us 
he was, or led to pay the awful pen- 
ance that he paid in expiation of his 
sin. 

Twenty years ago Awahgee fell in 
love with hia brother’s wife and she 
returned his affection with all the 
fervor of her Indian nature. He ask- 
ed her to leave the wigwam of her 
husband and fly with him. far- back 
over the lakes and rivers where the

London.—Aceording to the Austra- 
lian newspapers, the national ecommit- 
tee of the “Young Australian” party 
announce the following as some of the 
planks of their platform; Australian 
citizens to own, rule and control the 
commonwealth; the national govern- 
ment to acquire the right to make 
treaties with any power, and to ap- 
point consuls to any country; an Aus- 
tralian built and manned navy under 
wealth; the abolition of the naval sub- 
sidy to Great Britain; legislation de- 
fining citizenship; only Australian ci- 
tizens to own lands and mines; and 
the abolition of titular distinctions. 


Own Share in Breweries. 

London.—Addressing the Methodist 
preachers’ meeting, Rey. R. T. Buttle, 
of Devonshire, England, declared 300 
Episeopal clergymen of Great Britain 
are reported to own shares in brew- 
eries, and judging from the killing of 
the bill to reduce the liquor traffic, 
two-thirds of the members of the 
house of lords are either proprietors 
of or own shares in breweries, Mr, 
Buttle said 100,000 children go to 
school in London every morning 
without breakfast. He asserted that 
the foreigners in London have ruined 
the city by their Sunday trading.

Calgary.—Tenders are being called 
for the installation of the street rail- 
way system complete, also for an ad- 


dition to the civie power plant which | 


will supply the power. ‘It is expected 
that the system will be in running 
order by July. 


Lord Strathcona’s Address. 
Edinboro.—Lord Strathcona, speak- 
ing to a gathering of 300 at the Royal 
Caledonian Curling club dinner to 
the Canadian curlers at Edinboro, in 
connection with imperial defence, 
hoped there would shortly be a tem- 
porary interchange between historic 
Scottish and Canadian regiments. 
Having cordially welcomed the Can- 
adians, he said: “Scotland is the 
acknowledged home of curling, as of 
so much else that is excellent. Scot- 
Innd’s sons have taken with them to 
the great Dominion their love of the 
game and ulso those qualities of 
mind and body that lead to success 
in curling and other departments of 
human effort. Curling is more than a 
game, Under its great educative so- 
cial influence, everything disappeared 
on the ice, where employer, work- 
man, landlord, tenant, capitalist and 
old age pensioner met on equal terms 
and he is most honored who drew the 
finest shot. The roaring game had 
done more to cement all classes of 
society than much of the well-meant 
legislation which has been promoted 
with that object.’ 
Lieut.-Gov. Fraser and J, P. Rob- 
ertson also spoke. Mr. Balfour sent 
cordial greetings. 


Workmen Battle With Police. 
London.— For the first time since 
the unemployed of London originated 
their “hungry marches,” they came 
into conflict with the police recently. 
A band of 150 unemployed marched 
from Squalid Poplar to Berkeley 
Square. They passed around — the 
square jeering and singing Socialistic 
hymns. The houses of this aristo- 
cratic square are occupied only by 
the wealthy persons, including Mrs. 
Maldwin Drummond, formerly Mrs. 
Marshal Field, jr, of Chicago; A. G. 
Glasgow, of New York; the Earl of 
Carnarvon; Louis Harcourt; the Earl 
of Roseberry; Lord Annaly: the Earl 
of Powis; Lady Dorchester; the Coun- 
tess of Selkirk; the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, and other notables. 
When the unemployed stopped in 
front of the Marqnis of Lansdowne’s 
mansion they attempted to hold a 
meeting, but the police seized the 
leaders and hustled them ont of the 
square. The unemployed resisted and 
many fights occurred. During the 
melee a clergyman from Poplar, whe 
was marching in the procession, was 


roughly handled. The men finally 
left the square, uttering threats to 
return in larger numbers. The  po- 


lice made no arrests. Among the ban- 
ners confiscated was one inseribed: 
“Work or revolution, whieh? The 
government must decide.” 


At Mercy of Foreign Foe. 

Washington.— The California coast 
is at the merey of a foreign foe, ace 
cording to a report mude to congress 
by the general army staff. No more 
couvineing endorsement of the appeal 
of Wm. Randolph Hearst for the re- 
turn of the batlleship fleet to Pacific 
waters in this hour of a crisis in our 
affairs with Japan, could have been 
forthcoming. 
Japan is not named in this report 
of the general staff, whieh primarily 
has to do with the defences of San 
Pedro harbor, The omission makes 
what follows all the more sinister, It 
illustrates anew the extreme delicacy 

of the situation.

Washington.—An innovation in in- 
ternational relief measures is to be 
undertaken by the American Govern:

Millions of Acres of the Finest Land 
Winnipeg.— Millions of acres of 
splendid land for mixed farming, 
and even a good deal of practically 
open prairie land, are now being sur- 
veyed and thrown open to homestead 
in accordance with the federal act, 
which came into effect last Septem- 
ber. Part of this land is in the 
southwestern part of the province, be- 


tween the C-P.R. and C.N.R. The 
greater portion, however, is in the 


northern portion of the Winnipeg dis- 
trict, between the Jakes. Along the 
northern part of Lake Manitoba there 
is a strip of excellent land west “of 
the principal meridian, in which ex- 
cellent settlers are locating, The sur- 
veyors are working steadily and more 
land will be thrown open from time 
to time. 

This land, which has recently been 
thrown open to homestead, contains 
blocks of open prairie where there is 
only a little serub to be cleared, There 
are small lakes furnishing good water 
in nearly every township and the -best 
water can be secured easily, in almost 
any place, by digging or boring There 
are more lands left for settlement in 
the Winnipeg district yet than have 
been settled. Many people have er- 
roneously been seized with the idea 
that most of the land in Manitoba 
has already been taken up, but this 
is not the case for there is plenty yet 
for years, and room for millions of 
people. It is expected there will be 
a rush for these homesteads when 
they are ready, on February 23, and 
that a large number of settlers will 
come into the province in the spring, 
as the advantages of Manitoba have 
been well demonstrated throughout 
the world, 


Trade Commissioners Renorts. 

Ottawa, Ont.—W. A. MacKinnon, 
Canadian trade comiissioner at Bris- 
tol, reports to the trade and commerce 
department that several British deal- 
ers in Canadian butter are complain- 
ing that when butter from this coun- 
try is sent to) Mngland and is sub- 
sequently shipped back to Canada, it 
has to pay a duty of three cents a 
pound, and suggests that the cus- 
toms law be amended to cover sueh 
a case. 
W. T. R. Preston reports to the 
department of trade that there is a 
considerable and growing market in 
Japan for mica, A considerable pro- 
portion of the mica imported comes 
from the United States and Mr. Pres- 
ton is satistied that much of this is 
really Canadian mica exported to the 
United States, and by American 
dealers sent to Japan and eredited to 
American ports. The same state of 
affairs, he states, prevails with regard 
to lead. 


Relations Restored With U. S. 
Washington.—The ordering of W. 
W. Russell, United States minister to 
Venezuela, to return to his post at 
Caracas, marks the restoration of nor- 
mal friendly relations between Venez- 
uela and the United States. 

Mr. Buchanan, special ambassador 
to Venezuela, will start back on the 
little gunboat Dolphin in a few days 
and all the other warships have been 
ordered away from Venezuelan wat- 
ers, 

Seeretary Root received three

Text of the Lesson, Ack iv, 1-31—Mem- 
ory Verses 71, 12—Golden Text, Acts 
iv, 31—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns.

As the gospel is preached an@ wher- 
ever it is preached during the whole 
of this age we can only expect the ex- 
perience of Paul in chapter xxviii, 24, 
“Some believed and some believed 
not.” Some are wholly indifferent and 
care for none of these things, while 
others violently oppose the truth. The 
comfort of the believer through it all 
is that His word will always accom- 
plish Iis pleasure and that He ts never 
discouraged (Isa, Iv, 11; xlil, 4). The 
resurrection of Jesus was accompanied 
by the resurrection of many of the 
saints (Matt. xxvii, 52, 53), and both 
His and theirs were resurrections 
from the dead. So also shall be the 
resurrection of all the righteous, 

We now find Annas and Caiaphas and 
their kindred, with the rulers and eld- 
ers and scribes, gathered at Jerusa- 
lem to inquire more fully concerning 
the healing of the man who had been 
lame from his birth, for all the city 
was stirred because of the notable 
miracle that had been wrought, which 
no one could deny (verse 16), Peter 
and John being brought from prison, 
this august assembly asked them, “Ry 
what power or by what nume have ye 
done this?” This gives Peter another 
opportunity, and he who at one time 
asked ‘the Lord Jesus not to think of 
suffering and on that dreadful night 
three times denied that he knew Him 
boldly rehearses the facts of the eruci- 
fixion of Jesus by these very men, as- 
serts His resurrection from the dead 
and assures them that the healing of 
this man was by that same Jesus. He 
quotes I's, exvilf, 22, and has in mind 
Isa, xxviii, 16, which passages he also 
quotes in his epistle (1 Pet. ii, 4-8). Te 
is bold because filled with the Spirit, 
and the Spirit brings these words to 
his mind and utters them through him, 
aceordin: to the promises of the Lord 
Jesus while He was yet with them In 
His humiliation (Matt. x, 19, 20; John 
xiv, 26), It is grand to hear Peter tell 
these proud Pharisees that there is no 
other way for even them to be saved 
but by Him whom they had crucified, 
whom God raised from the dead. They 
must have remembered the meek fear- 
lessness of Jesus when He stood be- 
fore them, for they see something In 
these men to remind them of Jesus 
(verse 13). It should be our ambition 
so to be Spirit filled that those who 
know us wonld be compelled to see 
something of Him in us (11 Cor, fv, 11). 
While they could not deny the miracle 
por the strange power in these un- 
lggrned men, they determined to do 
: wns in their power, as they 
t ucht, to prevent the spread of this 
doctrine, and so after consulting 
among themselves, the apostles having 
been sent out, they recall them and 
cominand them not to speak at all nor 
teach in the name of Jesus (verse 18). 
One cannot but think of the words in 
the second psalm, “He that sitteth in 
the heavens shall inugh; the Lord shall 
have them in derision.” As they were 
men professing to fear God, these 
priests and rulers, Peter replied that 
they must judge for themselves wheth- 
er it was right to ebey God or man, 
but boldly, yet respectfully, added, “We 
eannot but speak the things which we 
have seen and heard” (verse 20), 

What a contrast between these men 
and the majority of believers today, 
who seem to have seen in Jesus noth- 
ing worth mentioning to any one, for 
both in publie and private they can so 
rapidly keep quiet about Him, Con- 
sider Elihu and Jeremiah, who were 
much like Peter and John (Job xxxii, 
18-20; Jer, xx, 9). 

With further threatenings they were 
let go and at once went to their own 
company, who had doubtless been in 
prayer for them. They reported all 
that had been said and done, and with 

| one accord these bellevers looked up 
to God as the Creator and quoted the 
words of the second psalm and, rest- 
ing in the eternil counsel of God, 
prayed, not for celiverance from fur- 
ther persecution, but only that they 
might speak the word of God with 
boldness and that God would accom- 
pany the word with signs and won- 
ders in the name of Jesus. They evi- 
dently feared no man, nor even death,

Active as Terriers, Sure Footed as 
Mules, Patient as Donkeys.

Afterward the mature 
coat of hair appears, to be shed 
each spring, when the ponies appear 
sleek and handsome. [ull grown, 
they are immensely strong, with wide 
quarters, powerful legs and a great 
width and depth over the heart and 
lungs. And, as Bengie wrote in 1870 
in his “Tour In Shetland:” “The 
Shetland pony is the most lovable of 
animals in the wide creation, ‘They 
are sprightly and active as terriers, 
sure footed as mules and patient as 
donkeys. ‘The horse is accredited as 
the noblest of the lower animals, and 
the Shetland pony stands at the head 
of this noble race as the most intelli- 

gent and faithful of them all.” 

The great value of the Shetland to 
the coal miners lies in its ability to 
work in the low galleries in thin 
seamed pits, where other ponies coyld 
uot travel. Their strength does not 
correspond with their diminutive pro- 
portions, and they will travel thirty 
miles a day in the seams, ‘drawing 
from twelve to fourteen hundred- 
weight. Underground the lot is 
hard, but use becomes secénd nature, 
and they are treated, if roughly, not 
unkindly.

| THE CLERMONT. 


First Passage by Steamboat From 
New York to Albany. 

In August, 1808—the exact day is a 
matter of dispute—the steamboat Clere 
mont nade the first passage by steam 
from New York to Albany. The dise 
iance, somewhat less than 150 miles, 
was covered in thirty-two hours, a 
record hailed as a triumph in+-speed, 
for previously the passage between 
the two cities averaged four days. 

Robert Fulton had experimented 
vith steam several years, but the Cler- 
mont was the first boat he constructed 
} on a large scale, As he could not get 
the engine he wanted in this country 
he ordered one from England. The 
Clermont was so reconstructed in the 
following winter that it gave more 
sommodious accommodations to trave 
| elers, and the year 1808, which was 
| the first-year of regular travel by 
steamboat, Fulton made it a point to 
start his boat precisely on scheduled 
ttme, Curiously enough, a portion of 
the public complained of this, It was 
not until well along in the summer 
that travelers got accustomed to it. 
Previously boats had been held for 
two hours at the request of passen- 
zers who weren't ready, Fulton's per- 
severance won public approval before 
the season closed.—Anaconda Stande 
ard. 


Cleared His Doubts,
